AN ELECTIVE ASSEMBLY PROMISED BY THE

Panis, Fripar.—The Moniteur of to-day publishes a 
circular, issued on the 5th inst., by Count Walewski, to 
the diplomatic agents of the French Government abroad, 
explaining the advantages of the different clauses of the 
treaty of peace, signed at Zurich. The circular further 
announces that the Government of France had received 
assurances that the Pope was only waiting an oppor- 
tune moment to make public certain reforms, by which 
the government of the clergy would be replaced by a 
government generally composed of the laity, and which 
would give to the country better guarantees for the 
administration of justice, and for the control of public 
finances by means of an assembly elected by the Pope. 


REFORMS IN AUSTRIA 

Vienna, Nov. 11th.—The Council of the Empire is 
in course of being transferred into a Senate, which will 
control the administration of the finances of the country. 
Decrees will shortly be issued, granting to the Jews 
additional political and social privileges. During the 
celebration of the Schiller festival, popular demonstra- 
tions of a liberal character have taken place. 


ITALY—PRINCE CARIGNANL 
It was reported in Paris yesterday that a kind of vete 
would be exercised by the Government on the election 
of Prince Carignani. The Times correspondent remarks 
that such a step would not tend to diminish the Italian 
complication. 


CHOLERA AMONGST THE FRENCH TROOPS 
IN MOROCCO. 


The coast defences of Algeria are said to be just now 
occupying the serious attention of the French Govern- 
ment. The cholera is rapidly abating amongst the 
French expeditonary corps on the Morocco frontier. 


THE CHINESE EXPEDITION. 
The Paris correspondent of the Times says that the 
China exbedition is rapidly drawing into favour with 
both services in France. The French contingent will 
consist of a full division of two brigades. The field 
artitillery is to be increased to four batteries. The di- 
vision is to be accomplished by 500 sailors. The total 
effectiveness of this corps d’armee will amount to 20,000

FOUNDING THE BRIDGE. 

The site of ihe new bridge is a medium point between 
the principal thoroughfares of the city at the side of the 
water. These thoroughfares on one side conduct to the 
Great Sonthern and Western Railway terminus, and 
also to where the terminus of the Cork and Youghal 
Railway will stand ; and on the other side they are, in 
fact, the main positions, the busiest and most frequented 
wavs of the city. . 

Preparations for the ceremonial of the morning had 
been made by the enclosure of a large space about the 
quay, within which, persons, admitted by ticket, 
were permitted to the scene of operation. Platforms 
of boards laid on floating lighters were prepared for the 
assemblage, all the arrangements of this sort being ver) 
skillfully and and effectively made. 

A grand procession and muster of the Masonic body 
formed a striking feature on the occasion. The members 
of the various lodges of the surrounding districts, to the 
number of upwards of four hundred, assembled at ten 
o'clock in the morning at the First Lodge-room, Tuckey- 
street, all wearing their proper insignia and decora- 
tions; thence they came in procession through the 
streets according to the peculiar order required by ma- 
sonic custom, which gives precedence to the lodges ac- 
cording to their juniority, the procession being closed 
by the Provincial Grand Master, George Chatterton, 
Esq. They proceeded direct to places prepared for 
them at the bridge enclosure. A second guard of honor 
was here stationed, consisting of a body of the 57th 
Regiment, under Captain Lloyd and Ensign Clark, and 
also of constabulary. As the time for laying the stone 
drew near, the stages became crowded with gentlemen; 
and amongst the assembly were Staff Assistant Sur- 
geons Parr and Markey, Captains Annesley and Sct- 
man. Ensigns Skipper, Dent, Stoney, Pennel, and Connor, 
of the same regiment ; Captain Nunn, 29th, &c. 

About twelve o'clock his Excellency, and the caval- 
cade by which he was escorted, arrived at the bridge. 
The Lord Lieutenant on descending to the place pre- 
pared atthe northwestern corner of the foundations, 
was accompanied by the Mayor of Cork, Sir John Ben. 
son, architect of the bridge; Lord Fermoy, and other 
gentlemen, besides members of his staff. At this stage 
of the proceedings the Mayor of Cork presented his Ex- 
ecllency with the following address: 


“To his Ezxcelleney George William Frederick, Earl of 
Carlisle, Lieutenant-General and General Governor of 
Ireland. 

“MAY Ir PLEASE von Excettency—We, the Mayor 
and Citizens of Cork, respect ully beg leave to approaeh vour 
Excellency with the expression of our cordial welcome on 
vour Excellency’s arrival amongst us, and to tender to your 
EFxcellenev our most heartfelt thanks for consenting to assist 
at the inauguration of a public work of the greatest imper- 
tance to our commanitv—the re-erection of Saint Patrick's 
Bridge. We presame it is unnecessary to remind your Ex- 
cellency that it is proposed by the contemplated work to 
supply the place of a former bridge, which was swept away 
by a disastrous flood on the 3d day of November, 1853, an 
event which has been attended with great trouble, loss, and 
inconvenienee to the city. We rejoice that the Sovereign is 
represented on the present occasion by a nobleman so much 
identified with the progress and prosperity of our country. 
For we cannot forget that, from the earliest period of vour 
Excelleney's participating in the government of Ifeland, to 
the period of your being again nominated to take upon you 
the hizh position whieh vou occupy, vou have, during each 
successive period of office, manifested towards this country a 
steady and unvarying anxiety to promote its welfare and hap- 
piness, by fostering and encouraging all our efforts at self-ad- 
vancement. In conclusion, we once more bid your Excel- 
lency a hearty and respectful welcome to Cork. 

(Signed on our behalf), 
“Jonn Arnott, Mayor of Cork.” 

His Excellency made the following reply :— 

é I beg to return to the Mayor, Aldermen, and Burgesses 
of the City of Cork, my respectful and grateful thanks for 
their gracious welcome within the boundaries of their fine 
city. I rejoice that my visit at this period should enable me 
to afford a practical proofofthe interest which I feel in the 
prosperity of Cork, by assisting at the inauguration of a work 
of such essential and unceasing importance to the commer- 
cial eomſort of the entire community as the proposed restora- 
tion of St. Patrick's Bridge, of which Iam about to replace 
the first stone. I cannot but look upon this as a most appro- 
priate question at the present moment. If the City of Cork 
has anv ambition to be considered on the highway of nations, 
it is at least suitable that she should provide in a comely and 
durable manner for the transit of her own citizens.” 

The ceremonial of laying the first stone of the bridge 
was then gone through in the manner usual on such 
oceasions. An’elegant silver trowel was presented by 
Sir John Benson to his Excellency for the purpose, on 
which were inscribed the following words: —“ Presented 
to his Excellency George William Frederick Howard, 
Earl of Carlisle, Lord Lieutenant of Ireland, on laying 
the foundation stone of Patrick' s- bridge, Cork, November 
10th, 1859, John Arnott, M. P., Mayor; Sir John Benson, 
Engineer; Joshua Hargrave, Contractor; William Bar- 
nard, Clerk of Works.” A vessel containing all the 
current coins of the realm was deposited with the stone; 
and in the vessel was also placed, at the desire of the 
masonic body,a parchment scroll, on which was the 
following inscription:—“ The foundation stone of this 
bridge laid the 10th of November, A.D. 1859, in the 
twenty-third year of her Majesty Queen Victorias reign, 
and in the year of Masonry, 5859, by his Excellency the 
Earl of Carlisle. Sir James Charles Chatterton. Baronet, 
Provincial Grand Master for the Province of Munster; 
George Chatterton, Esq., J.P., Deputy Provincial Grand 
Master; William Penrose, Provincial Secretary.” 

As soon as the stone had been laid, his Excellency 
said—I declare the foundations of Patrick's Bridge to 
be duly and truly laid (cheers). Three cheers for Saint 
Patrick's Bridge (cheers ).

WATER SUPPLY. ! 
TO THE EDITOR OF THE IRISH TIMES, 

Sin. —In the impression of your excellent paper of the 
29th ult., the public are favoured with a report of a 
special meeting of the Town Council, at which a report 
was real and adopted, recommending the water for sup- 
plying the citizens of Dublin should be taken from the 
River Liffey ; on reading which, nvone can for a moment 
doubt that Messrs. Codd and Gray have, at last, hit on 
the true source for supplying the citizens with what 
they are not avcustomed to—pure and wholesome water. 
The ability they display in the formation of that 
report, the time and labour they have devoted tothe sub- 
ject, together with the anxious desire they evince to 
ta thfully carry out the onerous duties imposed on them, 
in my humble opinion entitle them tothe thanks and 
gratitude of the citizens and public at large; and, as no 
one is more disposed to award merit where merit is due, 
(Salman qui meruit fer at) than I am, I trust my views 
respecting a portion of that report will be construed in 
the spiritin which it is intended,and not with the slight- 
est intention of disparaging that really able and valuable 
document. ‘The engineers employed by the cémmittee 
have estimated the approximate expense of bringing 
the water to the reservoir at Kimmage, together 
with compensation to millowners below the point 
from whence they propose taking the supply, 
at 150000/. This, I fear, is a sum far below what it will 
require, as there are some fourteen or fifteen millowners. 
many of them with very valuable holdings, which will 
be seriously injured, if not altogether destroyed, by the 
diversion of so large a quantity of water, who must be, 
in all justice and fairness, compensated commensurate 
with the injury donethem. How this is to be done, and 
the works constructed, for 150,000/., | cannot, for the life 
of me, see. However, as it appears to me, in carrying out 
a project of such vital importance to the citizens of 
Dublin, expense should be a secondary consideration, 
and were it to cost 100,000/. more, as Alderman Rey- 
nolds 2 remarks, the money would be well laid 
out. I, therefore, look upon the names signed to the 
report as a guarantee that this great undertaking will 
be completed with no niggardly or parsimonious eco- 
nomy @ guarantee to the public that their money will 
not be squandered—and to the millowners 
that their interest will be dealt with in an 
houourable and liberal spirit. Under these circum- 
stances, I trust I will not be considered presumptuous 
in suggesting to the latter the propriety of looking the 
matter in the face like men of seuse, bearing in mind 
that, great as their interest may be, it is trifling in com- 
rison with the health and happiness of the citizens of 
ublin, and that they will, when the time comes, meet 
the committee in the way, I am sure, they are disposed 
to meet them, and under no pretence factious, at 
tie same time useless, opposition, to thwart them in the

The Master ot the Rolls said that, though he should 
vary the order, he entirely concurred in the opinion of 
the Master, and he had nó hesitation in saying that the 
writ had been must improperly issued. The course taken 
wus not only improper, but unprecedented. Mr. Peebles 
had, no doubt, incautiously made use of an expression in 
his letter which he should not have used, but that was 
no reason why the process of the court should be 
made use of to punish him; and the court would 
not tolerate the notion to be entertained that any solici- 
tor was to presume to issue a eri facias for any im- 
proper purpose of the description. Under these cir- 
cumstances he would vary the order to secure the 
sheriff against the responsibility of his having actually 
levied under the execution, so far as the order directed 
that the execution against Mr. Peebles should be set 
aside. it being necessary that it should be set aside asa 
levy had been made. No rule on the rest of the motion.

COURT OF QUEEN’S BENCH—Yesterpay. 
(Before the Full Court. ) 
Maddock v. Malict. 

In this case the action had been instituted by the as- 
signee of the reversion against the assiguee of a lease, 
to recover damages tor alleged breaches of covenant. 
The lease had been executed on the 20th June, 1803, by 
Thomas Sherrard to ‘Timothy (Leary, for a term of 99 
years from the 25th March then last past. The in- 
strument contained three covenants, of whch 
the breaches complained of were—first, non-pay- 
ment of rent; secondly, not leaving in repair; and, 
thirdly, not keeping in repair. The defendant had 
pieaded an assignment over to the first two causes 
of action. The statute of limitations had been 


covenant to keep in repair.” ‘I'v this defence the plain- 
tiff had demurred, and the case now came before the 
court for argument upon the demurrer. The third 
defence was in effect that, except in respect to altera- 
tions and matters done accidentally in 1838, the defen- 
dant had kept the demised premises in good repair, 
order, and condition, and that, as to what was done be- 
fore that year, he pleaded the statute of limitations. 
The defence set forth that the defendan; had pulled 
down certain dwelling-houses, which were in a state of 
dilapidation, and had erected in their stead an iron 
foundry, at the cost of £1,000, which was ten times the 
value of a tenements removed. ‘The plaintiff contended 
that the plea of the statute of limitations was not justified 
by law, asthe non-keeping in repair was continuous from 
the year 1838, down to the period when plaintiff ceased 
to be assiguee of the demised premises. 

The Court intimated that they would deliver judg- 
ment on another day. 

Messrs. Chatterton, Q.C., and Mills, appeared in sup- 
port of the demurrer, and Messrs. J. Walsh, Q.C., and 
Usborne, contended cuntra. 

M‘Lester v». Fagan.

ADMIRALTY COURT—Yesterpay. 
The Luna, of Svenborg. 

In this case, the Luna, a Danish vessel, had been 
arrested ina cause of breach of maritime contract, for 
non-celivery of cargo, at suit of Mr. John Palmer, of 
Trake, mer hant, her consignee. The petition of 
Palmer set forth the shipment of the cargo (wheat) at 
Taganrog, and the endorsement ofthe bill of lading to 
him ; the arriva! of the vessel at Tralee, and the refusal 
to deliver the cargo, unless on the terms of his giving se- 
curity for freight and demurrage. The defence set up 
the right of lien on the cargo for freight and demurrege, 
aud concluded by an article setting forth that, supposing 
the facts in the petition to be true, yet the promovent’s 
claim did not form a maratime lien known tothe lawsof 
the United Kingdom, and capable of being enforced against 
the vessel. This legal defence, in the nature of a de- 
murrer or plea in bar, was set down for argument, and, 
th earguments having concluded, came on for judgment 
this day. 

Judge Kelly, after going into the law of lien, held 
that the promovent, being only endorsee of a bill of 
lading, could not stand in the place of the charterer, 
nor did not take the legal rights of the charterer in 
respect of the contract in the charter-: arty for right 
delivery, by the fact of his being endorsee. He, there- 
fore, on that ground, allowed the plea in bar, but with- 
out costs.
